-In  support  of  this  statement  let 
me  cite  excerpts  from  correspond- 
ence on  file  in  the  Treasury,  repre- 
senting most  reliable  Information 
given  by  institutions  whose  advice 
had  been  sought  In  the  matter. 

"There  is  a  letter  from  the 
Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce.  Vic- 
toria, to  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Finance,  dated  January  5.  1928.  giv- 
ing the  contents  of  a  telegram  re- 
ceived from  the  general  manager  of 
the  bank:

"Letter  from  the  same  firm  dated

•  There  is  a  good  demand  in 
the  United  Slates  market  for 
both  short  and  long  term  securl- 
Ues  and  as  advised  In  our  tele- 
gram we  believe  you  could  net 
approximately  a  4.49%  basis  for 
I  2.  26  or  30-year  IK  bonds, 
payable  in  New  York  and 
Canada.' 

-Strangely  enough  In  the  face  of 
such  definite  advice  no  action  was 
taken  and  the  expedient  of  tem- 
porary refunding  was  resorted  to 
As  predicted  money  rates  became 
stlffer  and  stiller,  yet  no  acUon  was  |  fores  snd 
taken  to  convert  these  treasury  bills; 
on  further  inquiry  by  the  Treasury 
Department  It  was  learned  that  the 
market  din  tinned  In  go  against  ad- 
vantageous marketing  of  securities 
as  is  evidenced  by  the  following 
telegrams: 

"Toronto,  July  12.  1928 

"  'Judging  by  present  outlook 

we  feel  deputy  would  be  disap- 
pointed in  bids  received  for  short 

data*  and  do  not  feel  request  ins 

bids  which  are  likely  to  be  un

"Since  closing  the  last  deal  with 
the  syndicate  who,  since  1916  has 
purchased  R2  per  cent  of  all  our  pro- 
vincial issues,  we  have  received  an 
offer  from  an  Eastern  house,  which 
reads  In  part  as  follows: 

"  If  province  contemplate  doing 
any  borrowing  near  future  would 
they  consider  bid  two  or  three 
million  4  4  percent  at  4.90  basis? 
Market  is  extremely  flat  and 
there  Is  very  little  demand.  We 
believe  at  present  time  we  could 
sell  block  around  4  85  basis,  If  we 
were  able  to  obtain  concession 
off  this  price.' 

"Our  sale  of  bonds  net  Province 

4  87  yield  basis;  therefore,  the  price 
we  obtained  from  syndicate  Is  far 
in  excess  of  this  offer  for  small 
block 

"The  unjustifiable  apathy  and 
procrastination  of  the  late  ad- 
ministration, reduced  in  term*  of 
dollar-  and  cents,  expresses  best 
the  censure  It  received  at  last 
election.  Had  the  advice  sooCht 
been  acted  upon.  It  would  have 
meant  the  refunding  of  $8,000,- 
000  at  a  time  when  the  Province 
rould  have  floated  IU  debentures 
on  a  twenty-five-year  4  per  cent 
basis,  to  yield  4JM  per  cent,  the 
saving  to  the  taxpayers  being 
S  of  1  per  rent  annually  In  In- 
terest charges  or  $40,000  per 
annum  over  twenty-five  years, 
the  life  of  the  Issue.  This  prin- 
cipal <nm  in  Itself  represents 
$1,200,000.  hut  Its  worth  to  the 
Province  Ls  that  compounded  al 
4  per  cent  to  maturity  and 
amounts  to  $1.7.12.469.60. 

PRIVATE  SALES  IN  PAST 
"The  fiscal  agency  method  adopted 
by  this  Government  at  this  par- 
ticular time  has  indeed  proved  the 
best,  and  whilst  It  is  conceded  that 
public  tender,  during  favorable,  mar- 
ket conditions,  is  by  far  the  most 
preferable  course,  it  would  have 
proved  fallacious  so  to  do  during 
the  past  stx  months  or  so.  as  un- 
profitable bUTs  would  not  only  have 
been  subject  to  refusal,  but  would 
have  tended  taj  impair  the  provincial 
credit  i  would  also  take  this  op- 
portunity of  mentioning  Hist  the 
former  administration  found  it  ad- 
visable to  make  private  sales,  four- 
teen of  these  being  on  record,  ma  kX 
among  which  is  the  sale  of  the 
P  G  E  collateral  stock  held  by  the 
Province,  when  $5,925,195  were  sold 
in  1925  at  9250  on  a  4S  per  cent 
sixteen -year  basis,  the  yield  being

I  am  satisfied  that  this  explana- 
tion wilt  reveal  the  fact  that  the

Governments  as  to  selling  bonds  by 
agencies. 

Mr.  Manson  proceeding,  said  that 
the  situation  as  far  as  the  Govern- 
ment was  concerned  was  that  of 
late  Its  bonds  sold  at  a  better  price 
than  any  other  province,  and  even 
h  Ik  her  than  the  Dominion. 

Mr.  Shelly  wanted  to  know  when 
British  Columbia  bonds  sold  higher 
thsn  Dominion  ones. 

Mr.  Manson  admitted  he  might  be 
wrong  on  that  point,  but  there  was 
at  least  a  very  small  difference  be- 
tween the  selling  prices  of  the 
Province  and  the  Dominion  securi- 
ties. 

i  OMMISSION  PAYMENT 

When  Mr.  Manson  doubted  the 
need  of  paying  a  commission  of  4 
of  1  per  cent  he  said  that  he 
doubted  if  the  Speaker  or  Bar.  T. 
H.  Kirk,  ir  they  were  In  the  posi- 
tion of  Minister  of  Finance,  would 
have  taken  such  a  course 

The  Liberal  Government  was 
never  without  good  advice  on  finan- 
cial matters,  he  said.  The  Bank  of 
Commerce  had  given  this  advice 
without  charge. 

Hon.  R.  L  Maitland  wished  to 
know  If  no  commissions  were 
chanted  by  private  buyers  of  bonds, 
how  did  they  get  paid  for  their 
work? 

Later  Mr  Manson  said  that  when 
private  placing  of  bonds  took  place 
the  public  In  buying  paid  the  ven- 
dorr.'  commission. 

Mr.  Maitland  said  this  would 
make  no  difference  as  far  as  the 
Province  was  concerned  for  the  ven- 
dors would  take  this  into  account 
in  arriving  at  the  price  to  be  paid. 
The  Province  really  paid  the  com- 
mission in  any  event. 

Mr.  Manson  defended  the  alleged 
apathy  of  the  Liberal  Government 
in  not  acting  when  advised  to  do 
so  In  the  placing  of  the  sec uri tries 
He  said  It  would  be  folly  to  offer 
for  sale  $20,000,000  of  bonds  at  one 
time 

Again  he  defended  the  action  in 
not  offering  to  sell  after  the  election. 
There  would  have  been  crlUclsm  of 
that,  and  moreover  It  was  doubtful 
If  the  Lieutenant-Governor  would 
have  approved  of  such  a  course 

Mr.  Maitland  asked  If  something

Mr.  Manson  said  this  wss  an  un- 
constitutional course,  and  could  not 
have  been  done. 

Mr  Maitland  asked  why  some  of 
the  bonds  had  not  been  placed  be- 
fore the  election. 

DOUBT  ON  ELECTION 

Mr  Manson  said  opinions  differed 
as  to  the  time  of  offering  bonds. 
There  was  also  the  doubt  that  went 
S'ith  an  impending  election. 

"I  think  so."  said  Mr  Maitland 

Mr.  Manson  then  proposed  to  ad- 
journ the  debute  until  the  next  sit-

GAME  ACT  AMENDMENTS 

In  the  aggregate  the  amendments  proposed 
to  the  Game  Act  by  the  Provincial  Government 
should  be  received  With  favor.  The  administration 
of  the  Act  will  probably  always  remain  subject 
to  criticism  as  there  are  so  many  viewpoints  as 
to  the  best  ways  to  conserve  game.  In  the 
amendments  the  chief  feature  Is  that  hereafter 
responsibility  for  game  law  enforcement  Ls  to  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  new  organization  which 
will  be  confined  to  that  duty  alone.  At  present 
such  enforcement  ls  In  the  hands  of  the  Provin- 
cial Police,  and  no  matter  how  active  that  organ- 
ization may  be  It  cannot  give  undivided  atten- 
tion to  seeing  that  the  game  laws  are  observed. 

The  proposed  new  administration  will  be  wel- 
comed by  all  sportsmen.  It  never  war  expected 
that  provincial  policemen  would  make  good 
game  wardens.  8ome  members  of  the  force,  but 
by  no  means  all,  may  be  acquainted  thoroughly 
with  the  purposes  for  which  game  laws  are  made, 
and  while  all  of  them  no  doubt  observe  the  letter 
of  the  law.  many  of  them  can  hardly  be  expected 
to  understand  the  spirit  of  Its  interpretation.  It 
Is  no  disparagement  to  the  Provincial  Police  force 
to  say  that  during  recent  years  the  conservation 
of  one  of  the  country's  great  assets  has  been 
neglected  to  a  degree  The  fault  of  thla  lay  in 
the  Government.  The  change  to  be  effected  will 
be  welcomed  by  the  Provincial  Police 

Tho  creation  of  various  game  districts,  with 
the  Qame  Commissioner  empowered  to  organize 
the  province  under  these  subdivisions,  appears 
as  a  logical  way  of  carrying  out  the  new  scheme 
for  conservation.  In  a  province  such  as  British 
Columbia  open  seasons  suitable  for  one  district 
are  frequently  quite  unsuitable  for  another.  The 
same  applies  to  bag  limit*.  On  the  other  hand 
the  establishment  of  private  game  farms,  under 
licence.  Is  a  provision  of  the  new  amendment 
which  is  likely  to  meet  with  lees  unanimous  ap- 
proval from  sportsmen.  In  past  years  tha  great- 
est enemy  of  game  oonservatlou  was  the  market 
hunter,  and  In  the  future  very  careful  restrictions 
will  have  to  be  Imposed  to  prevent  game  "boot- 
legging." It  Is  doubtful  If  the  establishment  of 
game  farms  will  Increase  the  game  possibilities 
of  the  province  for  any  but  the  wealthier  sports- 
men with  big  private  areas  to  stock  with  pheas- 
ants. The  breeding  of  blue  grouse  and  willow 
grouse  has  not  been  carried  on  commercially  In 
a  really  successful  way,  and  it  Is  doubtful  If  It 
ever  will  be.  Even  the  raising  of  pheasants  calls 
for  expert  knowledge. 1  In  some  countries  game 
farming  Is  a  lucrative  undertaking,  but  chiefly 
where  expense  ls  not  much  of  an  object  to  the 
game  farms'  customers. 

When  gun  licences  were  first  Introduced  by 
the  McBrlde  Government  they  followed  a  strong 
recommendation  from  sportsmen  and  were  ac- 
companied by  a  promise  that  the  revenue  so 
obtained  would  be  put  back  Into  game  conserva- 
tion. A  large  amount  has  been  collected  In  the 
course  of  the  years  but  It  Is  not  known  how  much 
has  been  spent  as  promised.  When  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Game  Act  are  considered  in  the 
Legislature  doubtless  trjere  will  be  a  full  explana- 
tion of  what  Is  proposed  and  some  promise  made 
by  the  Government  that  the  body  to  handle 
game-conservation  will  be  fully  equipped  In  every 
way  for  the  purpose.  That  to  one  of  the  best 
guarantees  which  the  sportsmen  of  the  province 
can  have  that  the  changes  in  the  Game  Act  will 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  a  rich  provincial  resource.

Most  thoughtful  Canadians  will  agree  with 
the  above  views;  for  French  ls  a  language  spoken 
by  three  millions  of  our  fellow-countrymen- 
three  million!  of  people  representing  a  stable 
and  steadying  element  of  which  any  country  In 
the  world  might  well  be  proud.

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THE  IMMIGBATION  PROBLEM 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Forke  as  Minister  of 
Immigration  Is  mooted  on  account  of  his  attitude 
towards  Immigration.  He  has  been  subjected  to 
a  good  deal  of  criticism  in  recent  months  and  It 
must  be  said  that  an  immigration  policy  which, 
so  far  as  results  go,  appears  to  be  favoring  for- 
eign Immigrants  at  the  expense  of  thoae  of  Brit- 
ish blood  Is  not  meeting  with  approval  through- 
out the  Dominion.  Mr.  Forke  has  shown  signs 
of  repentance  within  recent  weeks.  He  has  an- 
nounced that  a  quota  system  Is  to  be  put  into 
effect  so  as  to  restrict  the  number  of  Immigrants 
from  certain  European  countries,  while,  at  the 
same  tlm«\  through  reduced  fares  and  other 
ameliorations,  there  are  to  be  renewed  efforts 
made  to  secure  those  of  British  stock  as  settlers 
In  Canada. 

The  quota  system  on  certain  classes  of  Immi- 
grants has  been  received  with  widespread  favor. 
The  effort  to  secure  further  British  settlers,  and 
readjust  the  balance  in  their  favor  as  compared 
with  the  adverse  balance  which  has  maintained, 
also  meets  with  the  wishes  of  Canadian  citizen- 
ship. After  all,  in  all  matters  of  Immigration  it 
Is  the  long  view  that  should  be  taken.  In  other 
words,  any  Immigration  policy  should  be  devised 
on  the  principle  of  building  up  a  population 
stock  to  Insure,  so  far  as  possible,  that  this  Do- 
minion In  the  future  la  of  a  unified  character. 
Canada  can  get  all  the  British  Immigrants  she 
wants  and  of  the  right  sort  if  the  selective  pro- 
cess is  encouraged  With  her  gates  wide  open 
to  foreign  immigrants  there  can  be  no  assurance 
that  she  ls  getting  the  right  sort,  or  those  who 
will  readily  assimilate  with  the  population  of  the 
country  Already  we  have  our  language  problems, 
our  educational  problems  where  foreigners  arc 
concerned,  and  our  political  problems. ^and.  with 
unrestricted  Immigration,  these  will  accumulate 
and  intensify. 

The  future  of  sir.  Ftorke  is  a  matter  of  compar- 
atively little  moment  The  main  thing  la  to  have 
a  definite  immigration  policy  which  will  Insure 
that  the  large  percentage  of  newcomers  ls  of 
British  stock.  The  Immigration  problem.  If  it  Is 
with  statesman  Ilka  vision,  must  always  be 
irded  as  a  biological  problem  This  la  a  view- 
point too  often  lost  sight  of  by  those  who  are 
anxious  to  fill  up  Canada's  vacant  spaces  In  a 
hurry  They  do  not  take  the  long  view,  with  all 
our  experience  It  ought  to  be  possible  to  devise 
an  Immigration  policy  that  will  produce  the  beat

Its  purpose  Is  to  direct  attention  in 
what  it  believes  to  be  a  spectacular 
way  to  the  scarcity  of  employment 
in  the  city  Of  Glasgow  The  Glas- 
gow expedition  is  an  imitation  of 
the  Welsh  expedition  which  fruit- 
lewly  plodded  all  the  way  from  the 
mountains  to  London,  and  returned 
to  the  places  rrom  whence  It  came 
by  train  tfare  paid  by  the  puWlo 
without  accomplishing  an>  **ing 
tangible  as  far  as  the  coal  miners 
were  concerned.  The  Welsh  expedi- 
tion was  organized  for  The  purpose 
of  saddling  responsibility  for  lack  of 
employment  In  the  coal  mines  upon 
the  Oovernment  and  thus  discredit- 
ing the  Government.  The  ultimate 
lesult  of  It  was  to  discredit  the 
leader  of  the  miners  and  the  direct 
result  of  it  to  inruct  hardship  upon 
the  miners

The  Oovernment  obviously  could 
not  create  a  market  for  coal,  and 
what  could  be  gained  by  digging 
coal  for  which  there  was  no  market? 
The  coal  markets  In  which  Welsh 
coal  was  dominant  was  lost  either 
through  the  cupidity  of  the  mine 
owners  or  through  the  combined 
cupidity  and  stupidity  of  the  coal 
miners.  There  are  differences  of 
opinion  as  to  the  relative  responsi- 
bility of  the  two  factors  In  the  situ- 
ation. There  are  no  differences  of 
"Pinion  a*  to  the  results.  The  Amer- 
icans, the  Oermans.  the  Belgians  and 
the  French  have  captured  the  mar- 
ket, or  as  much  of  it  as  had  not 
captured  by  oil.   The  taxpay-

It 
then  slides  over  the  head  of  the 
worm  and  forms  Itself  Into  a  round 
shell  within  which  the  eggs  hatch 
into  worms. 

Moat  persons  have  seen  the  queer 
way  in  which  a  worm  moves.  With 
the  bristles  on  its  side  stuck  firmly 
into  the  ground  It  siirlnks  into  only 
a  fraction  of  its  natural  size,  then 
stretching  out  long  and  thin,  it 
dutches  the  ground  at  its  head  with 
iU  bristles,  and  lets  go  behind.  And 
to  again  and  again,  traveling  each 
time  as  far  as  it  can  stretch. 

There  runs  a  tale  that  once  a  de- 
serted city  was  burled  by  angle 
worms,  and  though  this  is  only  a 
story,  it  shows  what  people  can  be- 
lieve about  this  little  animal,  with 
which  boys  lure  fishes  to  their  itch- 
ing hooks,  as  soon  as  the  weather  is 
fine  .-By  Colin  O.  WeUea,  PhD 
Oopyt.

Because  of  the  tendency  to  glorify 
the  past,  belittle  the   present  and 
bewail  the  future,  many  persons  are 
quite  sure  that  we  do  not  compare 
favorably  with  past  generations  in 
■ny  way.    Yet.  we  find  a  distin- 
guished English  scholar  stating  in 
a  review  of  condition*  In  England 
that  -above  all,  there  has  been  an  I 
amaxlng     transformation     in  the 
health  of  the  people,  for  whom  life  | 
Is  wider,  better  and    longer,    and  i 
death  L«  more  remote." 

This  conclusion  is  supported  by  a 
comparison  of  conditions  in  the  vear 
Igaa  with  those  in  the  year  1938, 
In  England  and  Wales.  In  1*38  the 
general  death  rate  was  22X>-  in 
820.  116.  This  means  that  In  1926 
there  were  more  than  ten  less 
deaths  for  every  thousand  of  the 
population  than  there  were  in  1836 
In  other  words,  in  this  period  of 
time,  the  general  death  rate  has 
been  cut  in  half.  During  the  same 
period  In  London,  the  death  rate  of 
children  under  five  yean  has  de- 
creased to  about  one- third  of  what 
if  wa#  The  result  of  this  Is  that  the 
i  tarary  of  life  at  birth  has  been 
increased  by  over  twelve  years. 

This  represents  something  which 
is  not  generally  appreciated,  and 
yet  it  has  not  happened  by  chance 
It  has  come  about  because  of  the 
Interest  of  government*  in  the  well- 
being  or  the  people,  and  because 
during  these  years  we  have  had 
given  to  us  the  mean*  wherewith  to 
control  some  dUeaaes  and  to  pro- 
mote the  health  of  the  human  race 
It  Is  a  fact  thai,  we  today  live 
longer,  suffer  leas  from  disease  and 
enjoy  a  larger  measure  of  health 
than  ever  before.  Remarkable  a., 
this  progress  ha*  been,  there  re- 
mains much  more  to  be  done,  be- 
cause we  are  not  by  any  mean- 
using  all  the  power  available  U 
ftrht  disease  and  promote  health 
We  years  of  health  will  be  our/ 
If  we  will  make  the  necessary  effort 
to  gain  them

Thev 
like  to  make  it  an  occasion— a  big 
mark  In  their  experiences  of  the 
year. 

Pot  example.  If  the  Yale-Harvard 
football  game  was  held  In  Madison 
Square  Osrden  there  would  be  a 
lack  of  seat  In  getting  to  it  There 
would  be  no  necessity  to  plan  par- 
ties, arrange  motor  trips  and  so  on. 
A  big  sporting  event  must  be  a  sort 
of  Mecca  to  which  people  can  Jour- 
ney from  all  parts  of  the  country. 
I  can  feel  this  idea  ^-"er  than  I 
can  express  It  I  think  my  readers 
know  what  I  mean 

In  all  sincerity,  the  consideration 
of  how  much  or  how  little  I  might 
profit  In  a  big  fight  never  caused 
me  much  concern.  Always  that 
was  secondary.  In  fact.  I  did  not 
go  Into  the  fight  game  with  the 
thought  of  making  money.  As  I 
have  related.  I  was  spurred  into  the 
Johnson-Jeffries  fight  by  a  joking 
|  cartoon,  printed  m  a  San  Francisco 
newspaper.  It  was  of  a  Jackass, 
braying  "Where  Is  Tex  Rlckard?' 
PRIDE  WAR  TOUCHED 
In  other  words,  my  pride  was 
touched.  I  wanted  to  prove  that 
I  could  put  on  another  big  fight 
and  get  away  with  It  The  fact  of 
bringing  one  of  these  affaire  to  a 
successful  conclusion  gave  me  im- 
measurably more  satisfaction  than 
the  actual  profit.  Of  course.  I  did 
not  want  to  be  a  sucker  Nobody 
does.  I  have  known  men  of  great 
wealth,  who  didn't  need  any  more 
money  and  never  mould  be  In  need 
of  it.  to  work  night  and  day  for 
weeks  on  a  deal  Juat  lo  show  that 
they  still  had  a  piinrh-were  not 
suckers 

So  you  can  Imagine  the  feeling 
of  accomplishment  lhat  came  over 
I  me  after  we  had  successfully  staged 
the  Jeffries-Johnson  fight  In  spite 
of  all  the  early  difficulties. 

By  thtf  time  I  was  getting  a  rep- 
utation as  a  big  plunger  in  the  fistic 
events.  The  sums  I  had  offered  as 
purses  were  looked  upon  as  out  of 
all  reason,  I  remember  very  well 
being  lectured  In  a  friendly  way  by 
Bat  Masterson.  the  sports  writer, 
and  others  Bat  pointed  out  lhat 
all  my  efforts,  or  most  of  them,  went 
toward  fattening  the  purses  of  the 
lighten  and  of  others  who  got  In  on 
the  side,  while  I  barelv  got  out 
with  the  skin  or  my  teeth. 

In  a  way  Masterson  was  right. 
My  profits  were  not  enormous  but 
I  slways  went  on  the  theory  that 
big  buslnns  and  small  profit*  was 
better  than  little  business  and  s 
bigger  percentage  of  profits  I  still 
think  that  Is  the  real  way  to  do 
business,  l  do  not  like  a  piker 
Shoot  everything  to  make  the  affair 
a  big  success  and  the  final  settling 
up  will  take  care  ol  Itself,  is  my 
principle 
A  lot  of  people  seem  to  hsve  the 
that  I  had  given  up  everything 
to  go  Into  the  fight  promotion  busi- 
ness. That  Is  not  true.  I  kept  my 
other  enterprises  going  all  !he  tattM 
Up  until  I  took  over  Madison  Square 
Oarden  the  fight  business  was  s 
sort  of  sporting  side  line  with  me 
It  was  my  recreation  R  wa*  a  big 
game,  one  I  liked  to  play  I  studied 
it  and  handled  my  cards  accordingly. 

The  main  thing  I  have  found  to 
to  ascertain  as  near  as  possible  what 
the  fighters  and  the  public  want 
■nd  try  to  satisfy  them  as  nearly  a* 
possible. 

Notwithstanding  a  prevailing  Idea 
that  the  grudge  fight  will  attract 
unusual  attention.  I  do  not  believe 
It  The  public  likes  to  look  on  s 
fight  as  a  big  sporting  event;  likes 
to  regard  the  fighter*  themseUea  aa 
being  sportsmen  I  have  made  a 
point,  as  I  have  mentioned  before  of 


seeing  that  my  fighters  were  friend- 
ly before  and  after  the  fight.  The 
public  likes  that.  I'm  sure 

The  next  step  was  to  tisslat  the 
newspaper  men  in  getting  what 
material  they  h anted.  Oddly  enough 
there  U  as  much  interest  if  not 
more,  in  the  preliminary  arrange- 
ments for  a  big  fight  as  in  the  spec- 
tacle itself  I  never  attempted  to 
olrcet  publicity  Cilve  the  newspa- 
per men  an  opportunity  and  they 
wdl  make  the  event  interesting  In  a 
hundred  different  ways.  Never  in 
my  life  have  I  told  a  newspaper 
man  wliat  I  thought  he  ought  to 
write.  I  have  discussed  matters 
very  frankly  with  them,  but  to  at- 
tempt Influencing  their  opinion 
would  be  foolhardy.  Besides,  that 
kind  of  publicity  wouldn't  be  worth 
a  nick U-  They  know  what  the  pub- 
lic wants  to  read. 

Though  I  always  was  an  inveter- 
ate newspaper  reader.  I  never  fully 
realized  to  what  extent  they  would 
go  for  news  about  a  prize  fight  until 
our  Oans-Nelson  affair  at  Oold- 
neld I  had  expected  publicity,  of 
course,  but  It  never  occurred  to  me 
that  hundred*  of  newspaper  men 
would  come  from  all  over  the  United 
States  at  the  expense  of  their  papers 
to  do  this.  That  has  given  me  a 
lot  of  thought. 

One  day  I  met  the  circulation 
manager  of  one  of  the  biggest  New 
York  papers. 

Twll  me."  I  asked  him.  "why  do 
newspapers  devote  *o»  much  more 
space  to  a  championship  prise  fight 
than  to  any  other  one  event  in  the 
new*  of  the  day?" 

"Why.  its  because  the  public 
wants  to  read  about  it."  h/  aald. 
"Do  you  know  that  a  big  champion- 
.hip  nght  to  the  biggest  circulation 
getter  we  hsve?  The  only  thing 
that  approaches  It  to  a  big  murder 
trial  in  which  there  Is  plenty  of 
scandal.  I  don't  know  exactly  how 
to  analyze  this,  but  I  know  It  Is  true. 
I  have  handled  circulation  for 
twenty  years.  I  venture  to  say 
that  a  majority  of  the  people  re- 
member the  Corbetl-Sulllvan  tight, 
for  instance,  with  Just  as  much 
clearness  as  they  do  the  sinking  of 
the  battleship  Maine  In  Havana 
harbor." 

This  brought  to  my  mind  the  lact 
lhat  our  attempts  to  get  Oarpen- 
tlcr  over  here  during  the  war  oc- 
casioned as  much  dally  Interest  as 
the  battles  being  fought.  Even  In 
those  days  of  trouble  and  dls' rev- 
new*  of  a  prospective  prize  rght 
caught  the  public  eye 

Now.  with  this  tremendotu  ntd. 
freely  given.  I  don't  see  how  a  man 
could  guess  wrong  on  the  success  of 
a  f.iiiit. 

But.  as  I  aald  at  the  start,  it  takea 
a  great  open  air  arena  to  centre  Hi- 
Interest.

METROPOLITAN  AIRPORT. 
NEWARK.  NJ,  Jan.  25— Captain 
John  O.  Donaldson,  one  of  the  out- 
standing American  aces  of  the 
World  War.  now  head  of  a  flying 
school  here,  is  giving  advanced  fly- 
ing instruction  to  the  funner  com- 
mander of  a  Oerman  squadron  over 
which  the  captain  won  a  victory  In 
Prance. 

Captain  Donaldson,  in  the  flight 
in  which  the  two  men  first  met.  at- 
tacked single-handed  a  patrol  of 
twenty  enemy  aircraft,  diving  on 
them  from  above  and  shooting  one 
down. 

The  Oerman  flyer  is  taking  what 
la  called  a  "refresher"  course,  hoping 
to  regain  the  flying  skill  he  had 
during  the  war.  so  that  he  may  enter 
commercial  aviation  in  this  country. 

The  two  men  discovered  that  they 
had  once  met  over  the  front  In  an 
sir  battle  only  after  they  recently 
became  friendly  and  the  former 
enemy  flyer  was  going  over  Donald- 
son's war  record. 

The  combat  in  question  took  place 
near  Mont  Notre  Dame,  In  Prance, 
from  0  until  6: 15  o'clock  on  the  eve- 
ning of  July  22,  IBIS,  at  11,000  feet 
The  enemy  aircraft  were  described 
aa  -Blue  Pokker  biplanes,  tails  white 
-»nd  blue;'  It  was  by  this  descrip- 
tion that  the  Oerman  first  recog- 
nised his  squadron.  By  his  own  rec- 
ords he  verified  other  details  of  the 
fight. 

Captain  Donaldson's  part  In  the 
combat,  in  the  terse  language  of  the 
army  report,  was  as  follows: 

"Pilot  dived  on  twenty  enemy  air- 
craft. Pilot  attacked  the  second 
enemy  machine,  firing  a  burst  of 
seventy-five  rounds  into  it  from 
close  range.  The  enemy  machine 
sideslipped  to  the  right  and  then  to 
tbelcft.  finally  bursting  Into  flamea. 
Pilot  circled,  watching  enemy  ma- 
chine fall  and  saw  It  crash  near 
Mont  Notre  Dame." 

For  this  and  eight  other  official 
victories,  practically  all  of  them 
where  he  attacked  against  over- 
whelming odds.  Captain  Donaldson 
was  decorated  with  the  British  Dis- 
Mnguislied  Hying  Orons  by  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  and  received  the 
American  Distinguished  Service 
Cram  from  Oeneral  Pershing.  He 
also  received  three  other  Allied  med- 
als for  extraordinary  heroism.

Louis  Blerlot.  the  daring  French- 
man who  startled  the  world  a  few 
years  before  the  Oreat  War.  when 
he  was  the  first  person  to  fly  the 
English  Channel,  is  building  a  huge 
transocean  flying  boat  in  his  fac- 
tory, near  Paris.
